' The last 500 years record a gradual 
change in man. 
His physical powers 
have become weaker, his senses Tare 
less keen, his teeth are worse, and he 
would be unable to stand for any 
length of time the hardships of his 
forbears.

some description practically all the 
time. 
Just as our modern meals are of less

FIND TEMPLES IN 
ANCIENT BABYLON 


Sumerian Town Unearthed 
W as Seat of Learning. 


The great library of Kish, seat of 
the oldest empire known to history, 
soon will be brought to light, scientists 
digging in tho mold of 7,000 years be­ 
lieve. 
D. €. Davies, director of the Field 
Museum of Natural History, announced 
that he had received reports from his 
group of excavators working in con­ 
junction with Assyriologists of Oxford, 
that they had unearthed tile oldest 
temple known to man. 
In the inner recesses, Mr. Davies be­ 
lieves, will be found thousands of clay 
tomes Inscribed in the cuneiform char­ 
acters of the ancient Sumerians. These 
books, literally plano-convex bricks 
bearing wedge-shaped letters readily 
legible to the Assyriologists, will re­ 
veal the secrets of the very dawn of 
history. 
Ancient Tablet Translated. 
One of the tablets, dating to 2,100 
years before Christ, already has been 
received by museum authorities and 
has been translated. It tells of the re­ 
building of the temples of Ishtar, god 
of war, and his spouse, Ilhaba. It was 
found In the ruins of a once lofty 
structure In the plain between the 
Tigris and Euphrates, in Mesopotamia. 
The ruins are eight miles from the site 
of ancient Babylon and near It, the 
scientists believe, will be found the 
still older temples and palaces In one 
of which will he found the great li­ 
brary of Kish numbering thousands of 
volumes. 
“The temple of the war god of an­ 
cient Sumeria has been definitely lo­ 
cated,” wrote Prof. Stephen H. Lang­ 
don, former University of Michigan 
savant and director of the museum's 
Mesopotamian expedition, in a letter 
received by Mr. Davies. “Now we are 
rapidly advancing toward the inner 
temple, where we expect to come upon 
the temple library. 
Ituna Rebuilt Temple. 
“The Field Museum-Oxford expedi­ 
tion has actually come upon the lofty 
stage tower of the capital of tile old­ 
est kings and the seat of the first em­ 
pire known to human history. 
It N 
pointed out that Sarn-Su-Ituna, who 
had his press agents put his exploits 
on that stamped brick cf the Twenty- 
first century B. C., was merely rebuild­ 
ing what somebody before him—bow 
many centuries the scientists do not 
dare guess—bad built into the heav­ 
ens.” 
A translation of the inscription on 
the tablet of Sam-Su-Ituna, who was 
the seventh king of the first dynasty 
of Babylon, reads as follows: 
“Sum-Su-ltuna, the mighty King. 
“King of Babylon, 
“King of Iv sh, 
“King of the Four Itegions; 
“Unir-kidur-nmh (priest) 
“To the God llbaba. 
“And th** Goddess Isthar, 
“In Kish bath built anew 
“And raised its bead 
"Like unto the heavens.” 
Library of Great Value. 
According to Assyriologists. the dis­ 
covery of the library of Kish will prove 
of much greater historical value than 
the excavations of Tut-Ankh-A men's 
tomb, as it will throw a light on civili­ 
zation 3.0(H) years before the Egyptian 
Pharaoh lived and reigned. 
“The very earliest kingdom listed in 
history is Kish,” said Prof. A. T. Olm* 
stead of Illinois university, one of the 
officers of the American Oriental so­ 
ciety. 
“Kish flourished some 4,000 years 
before the birth Of Christ. 
Its kinvs 
are mythical, including Etana, who 
ascended into heaven. This leads to 
the belief that Kish was the first king­ 
dom after the flood. 
“Some of its names seem Semitic, 
not Sumerian, and the greatest prob­ 
lem of historians is the relation of 
tiles.* two ra ce s and which is earlier, 
in th** alluvium. 
T h e library of Kish 
should t h r o w some very v a l u a b l e light 
tm that subject.”

al cost, and the life of the stand is 
prolonged but little, if any. 
Under certain conditions, however, 
cultivation of this crop may be worth 
while. 
Where irrigation waters leave 
a crust of silt on the fields the use 
of the harrow to break it up seems 
advisable. 
Also where Irrigated al­ 
falfa is pastured it is sometimes a 
good practice to 
use 
a 
harrow 
to 
loosen up the soil, especially lf it is 
heavy-textured. 
When 
weeds 
and 
grass threaten to choke out the al­ 
falfa the life of the stand 
may be 
profitably prolonged for a year or two 
by harrowing. 
The best Implement for this purpose 
Is the alfalfa harrow, which is a modi­ 
fication of the spring-tooth harrow. 
Tile splke-tooth harrow may be used 
on the lighter soils, but is of little use 
on the heavy soils. 
The disk harrow 
Is very liable to prove injurious.

E v e rg re e n t r e e s protect highways 
and railroads against the damage of 
drifting snow. 
In all regions of our 
country evergreen trees 
are 
giving 
great service in helping to keep open 
lines of transportation. Many of the 
railroad c o m p a n i e s of the east are now 
planting single and in some places 
double rows of evergreen trees along 
their rights of way to prevent the 
shifting snows from being deposited in 
banks and drifts on the tracks.—N a­ 
ture Magazine.
